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Are your 
children 
immune? 

Parents who ignore state and 
county immunization requirements 
for their children face the distinct 
possibility of not getting them in 
school this fall in some cases. 

New school entrants, including 
pre-school, Head Start, kin- 
dergarten, first grade, out-of- 
district and out of state elementary, 
can be barred from attending school 
by the principal or teacher under 
state law and the Wayne County 
immunization code. 

That’s the word from the Wayne 
County Health Dept, as it embarks 
on a program to w arn parents of the 
immunization requirements and to 
inform them of procedures to follow 
if their children do have required 
shots 

To get their children registered, 
parents must present proof that they 
have had at least one dose of vaccine 
for mumps, measles, rubella, polio, 
and DPT (diphtheria, pertussis, and 
tetanus) or TD (tetanus and 
diphtheria). 

Parents whose religious beliefs 
are against immunization must sign 
a waiver form at the child’s school, 
the health department explained. 

Further exclusions of students will 
take place if they have not met 
requirements for complete im- 
munization on Nov. 26, 1980 and Feb. 
25, 1981. 

On those dates, the child must 
have received or be in the process of 
receiving one dose of vaccine of 
measles, rubella and mumps, three 
doses of vaccine for polio, and four 
doses of vaccine for DPT or TD. 

Students who have not or who are 
not in the process of completing 
required immunizations will be 
excluded from classes, warned the 
nealth department

Bedell and the school district received some good news 
last week - Romulus will share in state aid payments of 
approximately $17 million earmarked for public schools in 
the area. 


Romulus schools to receive 
$689,560 in state aid 


Fifteen districts in the state’s 13th 
Senatorial District will share some 
$17,301,389 in state aid payments, 
according to State Sen. William 
Faust ( D- Westland). 

The Senate Majority Leader said 
the payments were made on time 
and w ill be followed by payments on 
Aug. 1 

“It pleases me that the payments 
were sent to the public school 
districts in the 13th District and 
throughout the state without any 
cutbacks prior to the end of the 1979- 
80 school year,’’ Faust said. •‘Un- 
fortunately, the Aug l state aid 
payments will reflect smaller 
amounts than originally planned. 

“However, we are hopeful that 


enough time will have lapsed since 
those cutbacks were announced in 
the executive order to allow school 
districts an opportunity to adjust 
their budgets proportionately.” 

In addition to basic state aid 
payments, some $1,534,818 in Title I 
money from the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965 and 
another $113,046 in money through 
the Vocational Education Act of 1963 
also have been sent to districts in 
and around the 13th District 

Area school districts and the funds 
they received included: 

— C’herry Hill School District, 
$504,181, in state aid, $56,466 in Title 
I funding and $1,497 in voc ed 
jnoney ; 


Inkster School District, $843,638 
in state aid, $48,308 in Title I funding 
and $21,555 in voc ed money: 

— Plymouth-Canton Community 
Schools, $1,534,461 in state aid, 
$45,500 in Title 1 funding and $12,450 
in voc ed money : 

Romulus Community Schools, 
$689,560 in state aid, $29,589 in Title I 
funding and $12,485 in voc ed money: 

— W'avne-Westland Community 
Schools, $4,198,223 in state aid, 
$358,418 in Title I funding and $28,060 
in voc ed money; 

— Huron School District, $524,699 
in state aid and $18,706 in Title I 
funding, and 

Van Buren School District, 
$857,467 in state aid and $76,000 in 
Title I funding.

Tax increase 
stirs council 
confrontation

Last week’s Romulus City Council 
session was anything but ordinary. 

Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, shut off 
by Chairman Mary Ann Banks in 
addressing a member of the 
audience, stepped to the microphone 
a few' minutes later and rapped 
council during the audience protion 
of the meeting. 

The confrontation stemmed 
from remarks made by Mrs. Julie 
Carter, a local resident in the 
audience, who expressed disap- 
pointment at not being informed in 
writing of Wayne County’s recent 6- 
percent reassessment of real 
properly 

Mjs. Carter said she felt local 
citizens should be allowed to vote on 
tax increases. She also referred to 
the recent action by council that 
upped the city tax rate by 0.4 mills. 

Banks explained to Mrs. Carter 
that Romulus residents did vote 
originally on being included in the 
People’s Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) for which they 
were assessed .4 mills. 

Mrs Carter also was told that the 
city is limited to 10 mills for the levy 
it can pass on to taxpayers for city 
operation and that anything above 
that figure must be voted on by local 
residents. 

The city’s current tax rate for 
operation is at the 10-mill 
maximum, with the 0.4 mills for 
PCHA tacked on top. 

Mrs. Carter also objected to 
recent pay increases voted for city 
officials. She was advised that only 
the mayor, clerk and treasurer were 
granted salary boosts, not council 
Further, Banks said, the three 
elected officials thus far have not 
accepted the newly-granted salary 
hikes because of the City’s tight 
financial condition 

At this point, Folmar attempted to 
question Mrs. Carter on her reading 
of the city council minutes in the 
Romulus Roman. Only a few' words 
into his comments. Banks, as 
council chairman, shut him off and 
urged that council get on with the 
balance of the agenda. 

A couple of minutes later, the 
clerk addressed council and 


members of the audience as a public 
citizen 

“I elected 10 people to represent 
me.” he declared. 

Folmar critized Banks for stop- 
ping him from speaking, explaining 
that all of the city’s elected officials

Firework 
vendor's 
permit 
fizzles 

A Romulus resident who currently 
hoick a city permit to sell fireworks 
last week failed in his bid to extend it 
for an additional 30 days, time he 
said he needed to sell off excess 
inventory. 

Romulus City Council took no 
action on the request by Donald F. 
Kehn, 15364 W'oodmont. 

Instead, the fireworks vendor was 
told the city’s recently passed 
moratorium on fireworks permits 
was in effect and that his request 
could not be made a special case.

Kehn told council that he had sold 
fireworks for 30 years in the city, 
had never had any complaints about 
his operation, and that he did not sell 
“crackers”. 

Kehn stressed that his current 
license expired July 6, 1980, but that 
the two days after the Fourth of July 
was not sufficient time for him to

Property problem 

Who owns this parcel of land? 


Romulus City Council last week 
voted 6-0 to have the city attorney 
determine ownership of a small 
parcel of land at the northeast 
corner of property now’ owed by the 
Baum Funeral Home, 36885 Goddard 
Rd. 

Discussion disclosed that much 
confusion surrounded who the city of 
Romulus should give the title to. 

City records show that Doug 
Baum, owner of the funeral home, 
had paid taxes on the land in 1975, 
1976, 1977 and 1978. 

City records also show that Baum 
brought the property from a Lloyd 
E. Peterman, was given the title and 
thought he owned the land 
Somehow’, on May 5, 1978, the state 
of Michigan took over the property 
for non-payment of taxes. 

On Dec. 28, 1979, the city of 
Romulus applied for and received a 
title to this parcel and several 
others. According to the state, the 
redemption period whereby the

the land from the slate expired on 
June 19, 1979 

The state directed the city of 
Romulus to deed the property to the 
former owner (Baum) as it (the 
state) could not convey title to 
property it no longer owned 

A motion by Councilman Richard 
K. Yeramian, later withdrawn, 
would have conveyed the title to 
Baum. A second motion by 
Yeramain to have the city attorney 
find the rightful owner and come 
back to council with his recom- 
mendation passed unanimously. 

During discussion on the property. 
Treasurer Beverly McAnally ex- 
plained that anyone can pay taxes on 
any piece of land, but that fact does 
not establish legal ownership 

In other business, Michael Sirhan, 
an ice cream vendor, was asked by 
Mayor William M Oakley to come to 
his office to resolve his complaint of 
not being permitted to sell his 
products in Elmer Johnson Park. 


Romulus, said he obtained a city 
permit, but was stopped by con- 
cessionaires at the park from selling 
his merchandise. He told council 
that vendors already at the park told 
him they had been granted exclusive 
selling rights in the park by a man 
named Davidson. Director of the 
parks and recreation department is 
Dennis Davidson. 

Oakley said he recalled that 
vendors now at the park by the name 
of Polka Dots had an agreement 
with the city that required them to 
pay 10 percent of their gross 
revenues to the city.

C anton Historical Society 
Some of the earliest settlers 
Known came to what is Canton 
Township as early as 1824 
Traveling in a wagon along what 
was called ’Old C’hicago Hoad’, a 
man and his wife came to a rise in 
the road that looked good and 
prepared to spend the night. They 
louk everything out of the wagon and 
turned it over to protect themselves 
lrom hears 

The next morning they looked 
around and decided this part of the 
country looks good to live in and the 


ground looks good to raise food. 

This is the way one family came to 
this area and this w as the starting of 
a small settlement here known as 
Sheldon Corners* named after that 
man Timothy Sheldon. 

Another was Cherry Hill, this 
locality a rise of ground was for- 
merly called the ridge* 

In I860, an Inn was built here and 
because there were a number of 
cherry trees around he called it 
C herry Hill House. Another small 
settlement was Denton, and another 
was Tonquish Creek named after an 
indian. 

Canton Township was created by 
Congressional Act when land was 
taken for it from Plymouth Town- 
ship, March 7. 1834 Three areas 
nearby were named after Chinese 
Cities so the names were not found 
elsewhere in the United States and 
Canton Township was one of them. 

Soil of Canton is watered by 
tributaries of the Rouge River and 
therefore was extremely good farm 


land Thus it was that most of the 
folks that settled here were farmers, 
but they built their own homes and 
their own schools. 

Because there was much use for 
horses there were blacksmiths also 
and we had those too 

It has not been too long ago that 
one of our main roads in this 
township was first paved and I recall 
hearing that the families along the 
way would unite and fix good hot 
meals for the hard working men. 
Sometimes they would take a short 
nap on the lawn after dinner. 

We now r have two zip codes and 
mail comes through Plymouth post 
office but there was a time when 
there were four post offices where 
folks would go to pick up their mail, 
they were located in the general 
store 

The town hall w f as first located on 
Canton Center at Cherry Hill, then it 
was moved to Geddes Road and now 
it is again on Canton Center. The 
original was a little wooden building. 


this one is larger and doing more 

Schools were built on land that 
was given by farmers just for that 
purpose They were small one room 
frame buildings that held one 
teacher teaching all eight grades in 
that one room at one time They 
were heated by one fire place and 
later one stove in the room 

Fire places and stoves burned 
wood that was cut by older boys and 
by families of students. 

Later buildings were still one 
room but were built of bricks made 
on nearby farms Teachers usually 
boarded in a family home near to the 
school and earned a small amount of 
monthly salary. I heard one teacher 
was paid the monstrous salary of 35 
dollars a month Rest rooms were 
out houses in the back, one for boys 
and one for girls. 

Water was fresh from the w r ell 
carried in by bucket and drunk from 
the dipper Children walked to 
school or w'ere brought by w agon or 
rode horseback 



How to select film

Every emulsion used in 
ptiot ographic film today is composed 
of light sensitive silver halide par- 
ticles. 

As light strikes the particles, it 
causes a chemical reaction; a latent 
image. The latent image is one that 
exists but can not be seen. Using 
further chemical action ( a 
developer) will cause the latent 
image to become visible. This is 
because the developer turns the light 
affected silver halides into metallic 
silver. 

The metallic silver will range in 
lone from black to very light gray. 
The tone will depend on the intensity 
of the light that strikes the film upon 
exposure 


The term grain refers to the size of 
the silver particles which form the 
image you see in your photographs. 

Let’s talk about the difference 
between the terms grain and 
acutance. 

Photographic scientists in recent 
years have concluded that grain is 
not the problem w hen determining an 
image s sharpness, but that acutance 
or contour sharpness has a lot to do 
with image sharpness. 

Acutance refers to the degree of 
one tonal area blands into another. 

The definition of acutance would be: 
”A physical measurement of the 
transition between a light and dark 
area in photographic image, also 
known as outline or edge contrast.” 


A Guinea pig for a pet?

Guinea pigs are in the order 
Uodenlia but of the family Caviidae. 
They come ?r> a variety of colors, 
hair lengths and hair styles 
These little animals have the bad 
habits of spitting food into their 
water and sitting in their food 
dishes. They are also highly 
allergenic and should be avoided by 
people with allergies 

Guinea pigs have a special 
nutritional requirement of vitamin 
(\ Without adequate levels of 


vitamin C, they develop scurvy with 
painful, swollen joints. Only 
primates and guinea pigs require 
vitamin C in their diet; other 
animals produce it themselves. 

The vitamin C in guinea pig pellets 
have been in storage or on a shelf so 
supplementation is required. 

Fruits and vegetables such as 
kale, oranges, apples, etc. can be 
used as supplements to the diet on a 
daily basis. 

However, excessive amounts will 
cause a diarrhea and should be 

avoided.

portant. The long-haired varieties 
should be combed out to prevent 
tangles. Dusty bedding will cause 
runny eyes and nose and should not 
be used. The bedding should be 
[ changed often to avoid a build up of 
ammonia lrom the waste products. 
This ammonia build up is irritating 
and may decrease resistance to 
respiratory infections. 

Rabies is extremely rare in guinea 
pigs. If you are bitten, you should 
contact your physician for proper 
attention Your doctor may 
recommend a tetanus vaccination or 
other care 

Guinea pigs are born with all their 
hair and their eyes open. They are 
able to stand and run soon after 
birth. Their gestation period is 63 to 
70 days and they can be w f eaned at 10 
to 14 days. They may live eight to 10 
years but their lifespan as pets is an 
average of four to five years. 


You can test your favorite film for 
acutance by photographing a white 
circle on a black background If your 
film has poor acutance it will be fuzzy 
where black meets white. A film with 
good acutance will have a distanct 
break between the tw r o contrasting 
tones. 

Acutance and grain are in- 
terrelated and interdependent to a 
degree in producing apparent 
sharpness, so it is possible to have a 
film with one of the qualities 
predominant over the other. Other 
things are needed to achieve good 
acutance. such as porper exposure 
and the thickness of the film's base. 

Next week we will look at some of 
the other types of film you can use to 
broaden your artictic abilities.

Limited WAYCART service began 
in April 1979 with 21 vehicles (19 in 
service and 2 for maintenance 
reserve). 


Monday s ceremony marked the 
recent addition of 34 vehicles to the 
WAYCART fleet, bringing the total 
number of vehicles now in service to 
71 When in full operation the 
WAYCART system will have 90 
vehicles. 

WAYCART is one of five county- 
wide Essential Transportation 
Service (ETS) systems operated by 
SEMTA. Others are located in 


Oakland, Macomb, Monroe and 
Livingston counties. 

SEMTA’s elderly and han- 
dicapped special transportation 
system is one of the most extensive 
in the nation, and has the largest 
ndership in the country. In May 1980 
ridership on the five county-wide 
systems was 43,185, including 33,304 
elderly and handicapped

Patrick J. Foley. Canton Town- 
ship. a veteran attorney who has 
practiced in the private and state 
and county sectors, has announced 
his candidacy for the Democrat 
nomination for Wayne County 
Charter commissioner from the 27th 
district. 

The charter commissioner race is 
separate from t4hat for nomination 
for a seat on the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

The 27th District includes the 
cities of Wayne, Westland, Belleville 
and Plymouth and the townships of 
Canton, Van Buren, Sumpter, 
Plymouth and Northviile. 

Foley advocates an elected county 


executive directly responsible to the 
voters, that membership on the 
Board of Commissioners should be

Foley spent 10 years in privatelaw 
practice in Wayne County, seven

Organized Crime Task Force.

Permit fizzles 
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Bill would require annual inspections of drains 

"... It's important we keep our drains in good working order... ' State Rep. Mahaiak 


A bill lo require an annual in 
spection of drams at the request of 
the governing body of the drain area 
has been introduced in the House by 
Slate Rep Edward E Mahaiak (D- 
Romulus). 

Mahaiak said his bill would 
require the county drain com- 


missioner or someone he designates 
to inspect county drains. In- 
tercounty drain inspections would be 
made at the request of the drainage 
board, he said. 

The Bill iH.B, 5900) would 
authorize the drain commissioner to 
spend up to $800 per mile annually 


for work on intercountv drains, 
Mahaiak said The repairs or 
maintenance work could not exceed 
two percent of the original cost of the 
chain. 

If needed work exceeded that 
amount the governing body of each 
township, city or village affected by 


more than 20 percent of the cost 
would have to pass a resolution 
approving the expenditure, Mahaiak 
said 

If the drain fund did not have 
enough money to pay for the work, 
the bill would allow' the drainage 
board to reassess the drain district 


for the cost of the work 
“The reassessment would be 
based on the benefits received from 
the drain,” Mahaiak said. “It would 
be spread over the city or township 
assessment roll within two years 
from the completion of the in- 
spection.” 


'No fishing' from 
bridges is working 


Except for a few' isolated cases on 
the Belleville side, all fishing at 
Belleville Lake Bridge has come to a 
halt, the recent erection of signs 
forbidding fishing, loitering, 
swimming and parking has ac- 
complished its objective. 

Reports are Van Buren Township 
is doing a good job of enforcing the 
fishing ban on its half of Belleville 
Lake Bridge and at two other 
bridges in its jurisdiction - Denton 
Road Bridge and Haggerty Road 
Bridge. 

The city and the towmship are 
cooperating in the multiple ban. Van 
Buren passed a special motion for a 
temporary halt until results of three 
advisory questions come in from the 
Aug 5 primary election. 

Belleville felt its current city- 
ordinance was sufficient to stop 
fishing, loitering, swimming and 
parking at or near the part of 
Belleville Road Bridge in its limits 
and did not pursue placing an ad- 
visory question on the ballot. 

Concensus in the township is that 
most residents favor the ban on 
fishing and other activities, 
especially in view of the large 
tournout of protesters at recent 
board meetings. 

Should results of the voting on the 
advisory questions support that 
prediction, a special fishing site may 

have to be constructed on Belleville 
Lake for township residents and 
fishermen from other areas. A 
portion or all of the cost may have to 
come out of the pockets of township 
taxpayers. 

Since thc-^ke is stocked with fish 
bv r the'state Department of Natural 
Resources, in theory, anyone in the 


stale should have access to catching 
them State tax dollars are involved 

On the other hand, how far can the 
state go in invading the rights of 
citizens of a township or city? 

If the vote on the advisory 
questions back fishing and other 
activities at lake bridges then, for 
example, who will compensate city 
merchants now putting out extra 
efforts and expense for use of 
parking lots, restrooms and litter 
pickup - the city or the state? 

If the vote favors fishing, who will 
soothe aggrivated feelings of 
motorists slowed down by fisher- 
men-pedestrians 9 Will the city and 
township or the state pay for por- 
table toilet facilities for fishermen 
who spend hours at a time near lake 
bridges? 

These questions and others will 
have to be answered when the 
primary election is over and results 
from the advisory questions come 
rolling in

Under the bill, if the drain work 
cost more than $800 or two percent of 
the original cost of the drain and 
extension per mile, all landowners 
involved would be notified by mail 
and through the newspaper, ac- 
cording to Mahaiak. 

He said property owners could 
apply for a reduction in their 
assessment if they must do work on 
their property to keep the drain in 
good operating order. 

If a county drain is involved, 
Mahaiak said the reduction request 
would go to the drain commissioner. 
However, for an intercounty drain 
the request would be sent to the 
drainage board. 

In either case, the drain com- 
missioner would have 30 days to 
determine the reduction, said 
Mahaiak. 

“It is important that we keep our 
drains in good working order,” 
Mahaiak said “The water run-off 
system that they provide is essential 
in times of heavy rains and in many 
cases allows land to be used that 
would be only swamp ” 

“This bill is designed to ensure 
that pumping equipment is kept in 
good working order and that drains 
are clear and free of obstructions,” 
Makalak said. 

Under the bill, salaries and other 
expenses of the drain com- 
missioners and drainage board staff 
for work incidental to operation, 
repair and maintenance of the 
drains would be paid from the 
county’s general fund 

It would be illegal to pay these 
expenses from the drain revolving 
fund. Mahaiak said. 

Violation of the provision would be 
a misdemeanor punishable by up to 
a year in prison or a fine of up to 
$1,000.

Bill will help make more 
mortgage money available 


Senior citizens, first-time home 
buyers and homeowners in need of 
added capital will all benefit through 
legislation passed last week by the 
House of Representatives. 

Sponsored by Representative 
William R Keith (D-Garden City), 
the legislation institutes sweeping 
reforms in state law dealing with 
savings and loan associations. The 
bill is modeled after federal statute 
changes affecting federally- 
chartered savings and loans 

"A major objective of the bill is to 
greatly expand the amount of money 
available for mortgages, especially 
for first-time home buyers,” said 
Keith.

Cable TV controversy 


A counci/woman's concerns 


Editor: The Administration of the City of 
Westland has presented a plan of great merit for a 
cable TV system with a two-way capability. 

Later, this system could provide home security 
and emergency services, as well as many other 
services. 1 have no problem with the concept of this 
plan. 

Presently, the City is considering a company to 
build this 2- way cable system. 1 do have a problem 
with how we shall select that company. I ask you to 
consider the following seven (7) facts: 

1 An undated public notice was sent to franchise 
companies. (Franchise companies don’ 1 build 
systems to sell, but rather build them to make 
money in owning the system.) 

2. Receipts from those companies indicate that 
they received the notice as late as May 1, 1980. (The 
closing date to get the Request for Proposal 
(R.F.P.) was May 12, 1980.) 

3. The closing date for proposals (bids) was May 
23. 1980. ( Not a long tme to prepare for a bid on such 
a large market by any company interested.) 

4. No company that builds cable TV systems 
received a Public Notice. ( If a person wanted a firm 
lliat constructs cable TV systems, why not send a 
Public Notice to a builder like R.C.A.. Jerrold, 
Magnavox, Secore or U.S. Cablevision? Presently 


R.C.A. designs cable TV systems, builds systems, 
trains local people to operate them and also 
finances the system.) 

5. The City had only one bidder, Omnicom. 
lOmnicom is an eleven (11) month-old company 
that will have to hire someone to build the system 
and will then manage the system for a fee. ) 

6. Why not eliminate the “middle-man”? (This is 
a $6,000,000 to $8,000,000 project and surely we could 
cut costs with going directly to the builder and then 
using local people.) 

7. Why the rush to decide that the only bidder will 
construct our system? (There may be several other 
builders who would like to give the City a better 
price. ) 

Since your Westland City Council will be making 
the decision soon on a contract that the City ( we, the 
taxpayers, really) will be living with a long time, 
drop them a line or give them a phone call. 

I’m sure that after you have read and considered 
the above seven points, you will want to let them 
know how you feel about rebidding this cable TV 
system. After all. it’s our money one way or another 
that we’ll be spending over the next ten or so years.

The Mayor's response 


Editor: The opportunity to respond to Coun- 
cilperson Neal’s concerns is greatly appreciated. I 
would have preferred to share information with her 
face-to-face at a Council Study Session. Apparently, 
her schedule does not permit this, as she missed the 
two-hour meeting at which these items were 
discussed. 

1. The Public Notice that was mailed to 45 com- 
panies and printed in the City’s official newspaper 
(THE WESTLAND EAGLE,) THE DETROIT 
NEWS. THE DETROIT FREE PRESS. THE WALL 
STREET JOURNAL and The Dodge Reports (a 
construction trade journal,) was drafted exactly as 
are all City Notices. All Notices were mailed 
registered mail. The Notice stated that it w f as the 
preference of the City that the company w hich built 
the system also agree to manage the system. 
However, this was not an absolute requirement. The 
companies which only build systems read THE 
WALL STREET JOURNAL ‘and The Dodge 
Reports. 

2. Allowing a company over a week to decide if it 
wishes to request a bid package is more than 
enough time. 

3. From the time companies received the Legal 
Notice, they had three weeks to prepare a bid That 
is, also, ample time for any company truly in- 
terested. 

4. The first line in this statement is incorrect It, 
also, conflicts with Mrs. Neal’s own statement in 
Item Number l 

5. Omnicom is a young company headed by 
managers with extensive experience and 


knowledge of cable television. Omnicom is owned 
by Capital Cities Communication which, after the 
three networks, is the largest communication 
(media) company in this country. Capital Cities’ 
annual profits are greater than the net worth of 
many of the companies Mrs. Neal mentions They 
will do an excellent job for Westland. 

6. While I am not convinced that any company 
Mrs. Neal mentions would bring our system 
cheaper, my main concern is getting the best 
possible system for Westland. This system will 
carry security signals that people’s lives w'ill 
depend on The safest w'ay to insure a good system 
is to have it built by a company that is going to have 
to work with it for years. Her recommendation 
would allow a company to come to Westland, build 
the system, get their profit and, then, leave us to 
live with what they had built. Cutting costs is a 
priority but it comes after my responsibility to 
protect people’s lives and property. 

7 This total project has been researched for over 
two years The cable television portion researched 
for over one year. More effort on the part of the 
Mayor and the City Council has gone into this 
project than any other in the history of the City. The 
planning and preparation is completed. It is time to 
move ahead. Unjustified delays at this point will 
add nothing to this project except more cost. We 
shall move carefully ahead and complete this 
project

There's no link between stress and cancer

Question: Can stress cause cancer? 

.Answer: Although this possibility is widely discussed, 
there is no evidence that any human cancers have even 
been produced or even precipitated by stress In Susa 
Sontag’s book, ‘Illness as Metaphor” (New- York, Farrar, 
Straus and Giroux, 1978), she describes how this same 
belief by other people made it more difficult for her to 
adjust to her own cancer 

Question: My mother had breast cancer several years 
ago. but now our doctor says she has developed 
“metastases ” What does that mean? 

Answer: Cancer starts in one place in the body, and then 
grows by invading the surrounding tissues. As long as the 
cancer stays in only one site is is called “localized’ and it 
can frequently be cured with surgery. X-ray treatments, 
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in combination with each other, 

Unfortunately, too often some cancer cells become 
detached from the main cancer and are carried through the 
lymph channels or blood vessels to other parts of the body. 
Tliese new cancers are called “metastases,” and they are 
usually the cause of death This is why it is so important to 
detect cancer early so the cancer can be treated before it 
spreads. Cancer specialists are much more successful 
treating localized cancer than widespread cancer 
Question: I am going to receive x-ray treatments for 
cancer My doctor has said they will probably cure me, but 
I am still frightened about receiving them What are these 
treatments like? 

Answer Not bad, really Cancers deep in the body which 
are unable to be completely removed can be treated suc- 
cessfully with radiation treatments. The treatments last 
only a few' minutes and are given usually only five days a 
week for a month or more 

The only discomfort during the treatments is usually only 
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throughout the treatment program Along with this, your 
appetite will probably lessen, and a few' patients develop 
nausea and vomiting as a result of the radiation For- 
tunately. all of these symptoms stop when the treatments 
are completed and the patient can then return to a normal 
life 

There is no effect on sexual function unless the testicles or 
ovaries are included in the path of the x-ray beam If that is 
the case, the patient would become sterile, and if the dose of 
the radiation therapy is strong enough, then the ovaries in 
its path might also stop secreting hormones Fortunately, 
most cancers being treated with radiation treatments are 
located far enough away from the lower abdomen that this 
is not a problem 

Question Can my little niece with leukemia ever really 
be cured 0 

Answer Yes If she has the common form of childhood 
leukemia, and she receives the kind of treatment widely 
available today, she has a greather than 50 percent chance

Streak of bad luck 

Life can be strange, can’t it While 
writing the above, I was interrupted by 
someone who is in dire need of help. The 
woman, a former Westland resident, is 
now living out of her car somewhere in 
Hines Park 

“I am for real,” says Mrs. Grace 
Barton, “and I am not lying when I tell 
you that I have no home. That Social 
Security payments have been cut off, and 
I’m turning to you for help ” 

Mrs. Barton said that her husband died 
in 1975 and that she was receiving Social 
Security funds until her son became 18 
years old 

“For the past five days I have been 
sleeping in my car in Hines Park. I move 
it when it gets dark because it’s against 
the law to stay in the park after dark, so 
I drive to a dead end street and stay 
there until the morning.” 

The 54-year-old widow said she grew' 
up in Bay City and moved to Detroit 
when she was a teen She married and 
raised a family in Westland, before the 
streak of bad luck caught up to her 

Not only is she homeless, Mrs Barton 
said she broke her right arm in a fall.

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Paving the 
'American way' 

EDITOR - All our life we have 
heard or the American way.’ 
Westland is in America, isn’t it? 
t’m beginning to wonder. You 
folks who are about to have 
paving had better take a look at 
what can happen to your 
property. 

For almost thirty years we 
have had a nice lot and have had 
no street problems. Now, we have 
a pavement dropped five feet 
lower than the sidewalk. The 
sidewalk was taken out of our 
double drive, which we share 
with the house next door. The 
drive is now' so steep that we 
won t be able to get in and out in 
the wintertime. 

The pavement is between one 
and two feet above the waterline, 
and in the winter the frost goes 
down to four feet. 

In front of our house, about 
three feet out from our sidewalk 
the sand bank has a drop off of 
over four feet. When it rains 
w'ater runs down the sidewalk 
(which they are going to lower 
and make gullies down to the 
road side ) . I n places the sand has 
washed over the rise on the road 
edge, and is now on the road 

We had wider pavement so as 
to have on street parking. Today, 
word circled the neighborhood, 
that they plan to move the mail 
boxes to the bank side of the road, 
and post “no parking” signs. Our 
property has far less worth since 
the paving than it had before. We 
invite you to drive out to N. 
Crown Street, and as you drive 
north of Ford Road on Crown. 
The block beyond Stacey will give 
vou an insight as to what the city 
’of Westland cares about you or 
your property. If you call City 
Hall, you are told that the job was 
let to a company, and you can 
take it up with their engineers. 

If you drive out, see if you can 
figure what will happen to our 
drive if they lower the sidewalk. 
It is a foot and a half below the 


sidewalk now. We sure are sick to 
have our property left in such 
shape, and no relief on the 
horizon. Be sure to look in front of 
6024 N. Crown St.

I am 
65, and breathing isn’t my best 
department, and I surely don’t 
need this aggravation. 

Problems at 
mobile park 

EDITOR- May I please use your 
newspaper to write an ‘Open 
Letter to Governor Milliken? 

Dear Governor: 

I know' that, at this time of 
campaigning and the Republican 
Convention coming to Detroit in a 
few- weeks, you must be a very 
busy man. Just outside of Detroit 
at Canton, Michigan, in Holiday 
Estates, a mobile home park we 
are experiencing some very 
serious problems. 

Last year in November the 
owners raised my rent from $90 a 
month to $140 a month. Now it has 
been increased an additional 
$7 50 for a club house on 8-1-80 
and an additional $7.50 for a 
swimming pool on 9-1-80. When 
we bought our home, we were 
promised a club house and a pool 
and were told they w r ere included 
in our rent payments. We un- 
derstand that tenants who moved 
in at the time the park was 
opened were also promised the 
same thing. To date, the pool has 
not yet been started. The club 
house was started this spring and 
is not yet completed for use by 
tenants. 


My wife and I are retired and 
this poses an additional hardship 
on us along with the heating 
costs, the trailer payments, 
lights, gas and food prices rising 
weekly. 

I am not writing this just for 
myself but for all of the other 
retired people in this park on 
fixed incomes, the people who are 
laid off indefinitely and who are 
working shorter work weeks, 
and the young adults in here who 
are trying to get a start in life 
who may lose what little they 
have and, worse, the small 
children who are dependent upon 
them who will suffer for what 
they know nothing of. 

I have been told there is 
nothing to stop the owners legally 
from raising the rent anytime 
they want. I do not understand 
who causes these additional 
hardships, but if money be the 
only pleasure even at the expense 
of others, then I pity all of us. 

We have a lot of other 
problems. Swing sets are not 
allowed in the tenants’ yards for 
their children, although there are 
no playgrounds or facilities in the 
park for them. Some young 
adults were playing volley ball on 
a Sunday afternoon last w eek and 
were told they could not play 
anymore. I was told that 1 could 
not have a screen house set up 
permanently in my own yard. I 
would have to take it down after 
every weekend. I am a 100 per- 
cent disabled veteran and this 
would prove a hardship for me. 
There are many, many problems 
of which the most pressing is the 
rent increase. 

I have not always agreed with 
your political decisions and 
policies; however, you have 
struck me as a hard worker and a 
just man who believes in his own 
convictions, or I would not be 
writing this letter. 

I hope and pray that you will 
look into this and I trust you will 
help us find a solution for our 
problems here at Holiday 
Estates.

Fishermen abuse 
Belleville Lake 

EDITOR - We would like to thank 
and congratulate The Associated 
Newspapers for printing the 
recent editorial by Mr George 
Roberts. 

In the editorial, Mr. Roberts 
mentioned the fishing situation 
on Belleville Lake’s bridges and 
approachways which has stirred 
up surrounding residents. 

The most recent Township 
Board meeting held to resolve the 
problem of fishing in these areas 
was held two weeks prior to the 
printing of the article. 

At that meeting the Board 
agreed to post signs stating “NO 
FISHING, NO PARKING. NO 
LOITERING. NO SWIMMING.” 
The subject would be brought 
before the voters in August. The 
voters would have to approve the 
suggested ordinance or decline it. 

Until the referendum, the 
Board agreed to enforce the 
signs. 

It is curious to note that on the 
very day the editorial article was 
printed, the Township posted the 
new r signs and began enforcing 
them. The morning before the 
article broke about 60 people 
w r ere fishing; by 4:30, no one was 
there except the Township 
Police. 

Fishermen have returned 
periodically to continue their 
normal practices, when the 
police are not around. The area 
residents will not accept mere 
token enforcement 

In the same edition in the 
opinion section, commentary was 
made by a resident who supports 
fishing on Belleville Lakes 
bridges and approachways. 
Somehow the complaining 
residents feel this kind of opinion 
misses the real point. 

Belleville Lake is beautiful and 
it must be kept that way. In 
French the name Belleville 
means beautiful city, or beautiful 
town. 

Along Belleville Lake’s bridges 
and approachways, however, 
there is not much beauty. The 


scenery around the bridges has 
been bottles, cans, papers and 
bait strewn helter skelter 
The residents are sick and tired 
of the garbage They have to 
drive through the mess every day 
to and from work, shopping and 
their varied activities 
The residents are disgusted 
with seeing fishermen expose 
themselves while urinating right 
where they fish, hear them yell 
obscentities, and fear that they 
might hit one of the fishermens’ 
unattended children 
It would be nice and neighborly 
to have “Welcome to Belleville 
Lake” signs, but what really does 
“Welcome” mean 0 
Does it mean you’re welcome 
to have an uncontrolled free for 
all? Does “welcome’’ mean 
freedom to break our laws and to 
intimidate and embarrass our 
residents? 

The basic problem is that most 
of the fishermen are not residents 
of this community but are from 
other areas as far away as 
Detroit. 

These people really couldn’t 
care less about the beauty of 
Belleville Lake or how r long it 
stays that way. They only come 
here because the fishing is 
convenient and FREE 
In actuality they fish at the 
resident’s expense. This is why 
the residents are up in arms, and 
will continue to be until Van 
Buren Township and Belleville 
regularly enforce the posted 
signs. 

The Golden Rule is an age old 
solution to person to person 
squabbles. It is especially ef- 
fective in a two way situation, in 
a give and take situation, where 
all concerned are willing to 
cooperate for the public welfare. 

Unfortunately, we are dealing 
with a one way situation. 

These fishermen come to take 
our fish and leave. They give 
nothing in return... except trash 
and irritation to residents. 

Why should these residents be 
ashamed, as the OPINION ar- 
ticle suggested, when what they 
desire is the beauty to be 
maintained around Belleville 
Lake’s bridges, along their ap- 


proachways ji.J in or near their 
moghtbor hoods 0 
They are justified to complain 
about the deterioration of the 
quality of the are. n which they 
live 

There are plenty of places to 
fish along the shores of Belleville 
l,ake without having to fish along 
the bridges and causeways 
This is a safetv problem When 
recreation gets in the way of the 
public welfare, then recreation 
has to take second place 
Many communities have spent 
thousands of dollars building 
public fishing piers and adjoining 
facilities. Somehow. Haggerty 
Road. Belleville Road and 
Denton Road bridges and 
causeways are considered as 
quality fishing piers competitive 
to all of those built for the pur- 
pose These are not fishing piers, 
but are public highways and 
should remain so.

Anger is a feeling and as such has 
as much validity as any of the other 
feelings, i.e., fear, happiness, 
anxiety. 

Anger results from pain, either 
physical or emotional, either 
realized or feared. 

For example, if someone were to 
kick you in the shins, the first feeling 
which you would experience would 
be pain. The physical pain of being 
kicked, the emotional pain of 
humiliation The first feeling you 
might exhibit would be the defensive 
feeling of anger.

Romulus or 
Ann Arbor or other surrounding communities, is one that requires constant 
surveillance and monitoring to insure the safety and welfare of the citizens. 

I seriously question the claim made to make a beautifully, modern land 
scaped plant and I might point out the operations and functions of the 
chemical recovery system located on Van Born and the C&O RR tracks. 

I think serious study should be made to consider the economic and 
population growth and as a resident of longstanding in Romulus, a com- 
munity that was plagued by open landfills 

I would suggest that Mr. Hyle Carmichael be more concerned with trying 
to encourage more housing development than trying to encourage more 
industrial development We have already lost a considerable number of 
acreage for residential development 

The local newspaper servicing Romulus has for many years encouraged 
the development within the confines of the city and the beautification and 
development of an orderly community. 

I. for one, feel that this has not been done and make my exceptions to the 
encouragement of an operation that will be a detriment to the city. 

I have requested the Department of Natural Resources to investigate the 
existing landfill known as Mendrek’s Dump and to file charges under 
existing statues, if the conditions so warrant.

ADC to receive help paying gas bills 


The Voluntary Heating Fuel 
Budget Plan, designed to assist 
Wayne County Aid to Families w ith 
Dependent Children <ADC> 
households with paying heating 
costs, will be offered for the third 
year by the Michigan Department of 
Social Services. 

The program w ill be expanded this 
year to include eligible general 
assistance • CiA » clients serviced by- 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co and 
C onsumers Power Co. 

Wayne County ADC recipients 
currently enrolled in the plan w ill be 
nolified July 1 of Ihe end of the 
current plan year and asked to in- 
dicate their desire to enroll in the 
1980-81 plan which begins Sept. 1 

All potentially eligible ADC and 
GA recipients will receive ap- 
plications for enrolling in the 1980-81 
plan in August. 

Under the plan, enrolled 
households pay the same amount 
each month for heating costs which 
are budgeted on a yearly basis 

For Michigan Consolidated 
customers, the amount budgeted for 
heating in the ADC grant is deducted 
from the check and paid directly to 
the utility. 

For Consumers Power customers, 
clients receive a heating allowance 
check made out to both the recipient 


and the utility The client must sign 
tlie 2 party check and forward it to 
Consumers Power within five days. 

Michigan Department of Social 
Services pays up to $300 for past due 
heating bills owed by ADC and GA 
recipients as an encouragement to 
enroll in Ihe VHF plan MDSS also 
pays any difference between what 
was paid and the amount owed by 
the recipient at the end of the plan 
sear. 


In the event of overpayment to the 
utility, the ADC or GA recipient, as 
an incentive to save energy, 
receives the refund 
A final report on the plan’s first 
year of operation estimates that 
$2 78 million was saved by the pilot 
project, launched in September 1978. 
in Wayne County only The savings 
was realized largely because of Ihe 
elimination of duplicate payments 
lor heating fuel, resulting wh^n 


clients got behind or did not pay 
I heir utility hills 

Emergency payments to Wayne 
County ADC clients to prevent shut- 
offs averaged about $170 per par- 
ticipant in fiscal year 1977-78, the 
year before the pilot program was 
launched 

'Ihe reporl also indicated that 50 
percent of those ADC clients who 
were eligible signed up for the VHF 
plan

Red carpet treatment planned for GOP delegates

“Nowhere does it say that a banner can t 
be on an overpass/’ Jay Young told the 
Wayne County Hoad Commission 
representative on the other end of the line 
“We want our sign at the first bridge the 
delegates come to.”

Each delegate will receive a kit of in- 
formation. local area maps and several 
specialty items from local merchants 
i pen-pencil sets, key chains, etc ). 

"It’ll lx* new material for the delegates, 
mostly dealing with the city of Romulus,” 
said Young, the community’s public in- 
formation officer "A community direc- 
tory will be included that was donated by 
the Progressive Club 

"We will have a hospitality suite open 
every day at the Holiday Inn,” he added 
“There will be refreshments and a place 
where the delegates can relax after a day 
at the convention. This was possible 
through contributions from service clubs.” 


Next week’s activities will not catch 
Young and Pete Bergeron, community 
affairs chairman for the Romulus 
chamber, unprepared. For nearly a year 
they have represented the city at Civic 
Host Committee meetings, becoming 
involved in the grass roots planning for the 
GOP event. 

"We actually beat the Civic Host 
Committee in getting organized for a first 
meeting at city hall,” Young noted. “We 
had a city council resolution to welcome 
the delegates to Romulus and no budget. 
The Host Committee has around 3000 
volunteers and a half million dollar 
budget. 

"But we re ready to leave all visitors 
with a good impression of our city,” he 
continued “Our volunteers will provide 
babysitting and transportation services, 
printing if necessary, whatever the 
delegates might need.” 

“Romulus workers have also been 
picked to man the information booths at 
the airport and the motels.” 

Why is Romulus, a city of some 28,000 
residents and 36 square miles, going all out 
to impress the Republicans? 

According to Bergeron, a chamber 
board of directors member, the visit 
"could spur industry for Romulus 
someday." 

"We want them to know that Romulus is 
a concerned community with some nice 
people living there.” 

Romulus has more than r>o percent of its 
land available for commercial and in- 
dustrial development, Young pointed out

Hart Plaza typifies 
Detroit's Renaissance 


People are coming back to downtown 
Detroit. Recent crowds at the Spirit of 
Detroit Regatta and Freedom Festival 
fireworks have confirmed what boosters 
of Detroit have been telling us for a long 
time— Detroit is a vibrant, exciting city. 

A central focus on this Renaissance has 
been the development of Phillip A Hart 
Plaza. Named for the late U.S. senator 
from Michigan, it is nestled between 
Ford Auditorium on the east, the Detroit 
River on the south, Veterans Memorial 
Building on the west and Jefferson 
Avenue on the North. 

The site covers approximately 10 
acres. Underground there is an ad- 
ditional 3.2 acres of development. The 
Plaza’s exposed concrete areas are 
covered with granite, which covers an 
estimated 250,000 square feet of the Plaza 
floor. 

The most striking structures located in 
Hart Plaza are the Pylon and the Dodge 
Memorial Fountain. The Pylon is a 


modern work of art created by designer 
Isamu Noguchi. The Dodge Fountain is 
capable of sending over one million 
gallons of water per hour into the air in 
various configurations through its 300 
plus nozzles and jets. 

In addition to these magnificent 
structures, there is also an Amphitheatre 
with seating for 800 people. During the 
summer months it is used as a stage for 
musical programs and festivals. During 
the winter months it is transformed into 
an artificial outdoor ice skating rink. 

On the lower level of the Plaza there 
are accessory rooms for the ice skating 
rink, including locker rooms, dressing 
rooms, warming room and skate shar- 
pening and rental areas. Next to the rink 
is the Down Under Restaurant and 
cocktail lounge, both glass walled for a 
full view of the ice rink-amphitheatre 
floor. 

The most familiar programs at the 
Hart Plaza are the Ethnic Festivals. 


These festivals have outgrown three 
previous locations in downtown Detroit 
and have attracted over four million 
people each year to sample foods, en- 
tertainment and learn about various 
ethnic communities in the metropolitan 
area.

The Rolling Stones 
come back strong 


THE ROLLING STONES 
“Emotional Rescue” 

( Rolling Stone Records ) 

“Some Girls.” the Rolling Stones’ last 
album, was the breath of fresh air the 
band needed to maintain their lofty place 
in rock’n'roll’s hierarchy Just when they 
appeared on the verge of devolving into 
mere parodies of their former selves, 
they came back strong. And I’m happy to 
say "Emotional Rescue” is more of the 
same. 

Although not quite as shattering as its 
predecessor, the new Stones’ LP is still a 
fine example of what a rock album should 
be, and more importantly, it is proof that 
these old men haven't dried up 
creatively. Chock full ol fresh ideas and 
using new (as in waves) influences as 
well as old. “Emotional Rescue” comes 
through any way you look at it 
Opening with “Dance." the first of two 
disco-ish numbers on the album, the 
Stones soon settle down to some earthy 
rock’n'roll as “Summer Romance" 
blasts out Jagger’s undisguised in- 
tentions ("It’s over now/lt’s a summer 
romance..."). No ones ever accused 
Mick of being a romantic...! wonder 
why? 

Ska influences are evident in the 
shuffling "Send It To Me,” a tune which 
bears more than a little resemblance to 
the infamous title cut of “Some Girls.” 
but 1 doubt the Rev. Jesse Jackson will 
be offended this time around The slide 
guitar on “Indian Girl adds a country 
feel a la "Wild Horses,” and it’s without 
a doubt one of the most beautiful ad- 
ditions to the Jagger/Richards songbook 
in years. Add the "Emotional Rescue 
single and Ron Wood’s Dylan-ish vacal 
on "All About You” and you've got a 
pretty good outline of the album But 
the meat lies elsewhere 
Two songs, and therein lies the real 
essence of the LP, as w'ell as the reason 
for the Rolling Stones' continued success: 
simplicity. "Where The Boys Go and the 
irresistible “She’s So Cold” are simply in 
riff, lyric, and feel, and it’s the latter that 
really counts. 

Jagger can sing as if he’s still a 
teenager because he is one, in spirit 
any wav Keith Richards is still the King 
of 'the' Chuck Berry riff, and relative 
newcomer Ronnie Wood is heir apparent 
to the throne. And of course, the rhythm 
section of Bill Wyman and Charlie Watts 
is still the finest in the genre. But the 
thing is, all of that wouldn’t mean a damn 
thing were the Stones not only willing, but 
eager to wallow in the musical mire of the 
young, foresaking the snobbishness af- 
forded their position 
Regardless of what ex-Sex Pistol 
Johnny Rotten said about the Stones. 
Jagger and the band listened to and paid 
attention to the new music that started 
with the Pistols If they hadn’t, I’m afraid 
they’d now be nothing more than just 
another rock'n’roll band, and I can t 
imagine that. 

So after fifteen-plus years the Rolling 
Stones are still making vital, exciting 


rock music. That in itself is enough ^ 
reason to pick up the album, but there is a 
better one: it’s really good. And look for 
“She’s So Cold" to become an anthem-of- 
sorts in the same fashion "Shattered” did 
last time around. "Emotional Rescue" 
may not live up to all expectations, but 
then again, noone else sets expectations 
as high as the Stones do. 


CHEECH AND CHONG 
"Let’s Make A New Dope Deal” 
(Warner Bros.) 

Remember when Cheech and Chong 
were funny? It’s not easy, because it's 


been a long, long time. This abysmal 
work simply retreads material they’ve 
retreaded in the fast and no, the third 
time does not work like a charm. “Queer 
Wars,” "Disco Disco,” "Dork 
Radio”. ..the titles promise nothing and 
deliver even less. 

Since it’s vital for this type of comedy 
to be street real, it’s fairly obvious that 
age has become a factor in its failure to 
work any longer for Cheech and Chong. 
I'm not saying that they’re too old. but 
rather that we’ve outgrown them. I hate 
to say it, but it’s stuff like this that makes 
a pretty good case for paraquat...

Trout fishermen 
can use 'natural lures' 


Trout fishermen who prefer to use live bait have a 
wealth of lures available during the summer — and 
most of them can be obtained free of charge and 
with little effort. 

I m talking about “naturals”— grasshoppers, 
crickets, aquatic insects, crayfish and various other 
types of creepy, crawling critters. And the best part 
is. there's a seemingly endless supply. If you run out 
of bait while streamside. just spend a few minutes 
in the brush along the river and you can usually 
gather an ample supply. 

In the spring after ice-out and runoff, a trout s 
diet consists mainly of earthworms. This is because 
the cold weather hasn’t yet permitted any insect 
hatches to occur, and minnows and crayfish are still 
sluggish and aren't moving around. 

Earthworms, on the other hand, are always 
present and are constantly falling into the stream 
because the ground is soft and the high, fast water is 
continuously wearing away the banks. This early in 
the year, worms comprise 90 percent of a trout’s 
intake of food. 

However, as weather conditions change and the 
air and water warm, other forms of food become 
available and a trout’s appetite changes. Now 
worms make up only 10 percent of their diet 

It’s apparent that a trout fisherman must change 
his preference for live baits with the changing 
conditions. 

Basically, I’m talking about three separate food 
groups— the terrestrials, which include 
grasshoppers, crickets and the like; aquatics, such 
as minnows and crayfish; and. for lack of a better 
term, the ,, cmergents,’’ which include insects that 
hatch in the warm and later emerge into flying 
insects, like the mayflies. These bugs, if you’re 
lucky enough to find them in the stream in their 
nymphal forms, can provide some hot and heavy 
lushing action 

I here is, and alw f ays, has been, a problem in 


icang aquatics for trout in small streams. Michigan 
laws permit a fisherman to remove aquatics from 
streams, but only for use as bait in the stream from 
which they are taken. 

And. if you stop at a bait shop en route to your 
favorite stream, you’re not supposed to dump the 
contents of the bait bucket into the water at the end 
of the day unless the bait is already found naturally 
in that particular stream. 

But the terrestrials present no problem what- 
soever except when actually presenting them to 
hungry trout. But there are a few tricks that can 
help to cure these problems. 

First, use the smallest and thinnest hooks possible 
for the insect For hoppers and crickets, a No. 12 to 
16 hook is usually adequate. And remember that 
when a bug falls onto the water, it floats. Sometimes 
just the weight of the hook will cause your bait to 
sink and therefore appear unnatural to the wary 
trout. 

You can get around this by using a clear plastic 
casting bubble that most anglers use when casting 
artificial flies with a spinning outfit. Or, you may 
want to carry a hypodermic needle to inject a tiny 
1 Nibble of air into your bait to enable it to float and 
thus appear natural. 

It goes without saying that it’s absolutely 
essential to use an ultralight rig and very light line. 
In some instances, four-pound test may be too 
heavy. 

Do not use any weight and always fish down- 
stream to allow the current to carry your offering 
over fishy-looking spots. Avoid, * as much as 
possible, casting a live terrestrial. They are fragile 
and you ’ll lose more bait to the wind than vou will to 
the fish.
